The receiving or hand in­ 
strument, however, is not of the long 
shape with cylindrical handle, familiar 
everywhere nowadays, but i# simply a 
flat disk resembling one of the earliest 
forms of telephone, of which a few were 
seen in tin* infancy of the invention. 
The “ central office” is put in a small 
closet or inclosure at some convenient 
point, ami is operated by a boy who has 
nothing else to do. 
There a r e a dozen or so connections, 
according to the size of tho installation 
an«l the needs of the office 
This ex­ 
change is op« rated upon precisely the 
same principle, though of course on a 
smaller seal«* and w it h less complication, 
as a central office in a city exchange. 
The ring of any of the connected tele­ 
phones causes a numbered disk on a 
switchlsiard to fall when the t#»y makes 
the desired connection and releases it 
when tho talk is finished. 
In large and 
busy establishments, where every de­ 
partment must 1#* connected with every 
other for frequent communication, this 
telephone excbai go system does away 
with a large nr: ' ro f cumbrous speak­ 
ing tulies and insures a quicker and 
more satisfactory service.—New York 
Tribune.

grave robbers in this country only 
lay themselve liable to a fine and im­ 
prisonment for a short time, unless it 
can be proved that they took the 
grave clothes along with the body.
